PAYING FOR THE GOSPEL. 

It is not a new thing for men to love money 
better than they love their souls, or the gospel 
which is given to save them; and this monstrous 
feature of depravity has more than once crept 
into the church, to its greatest annoyance, for the 
casting out of such a spirit usually tears the 
body it bad entered, as did the casting out of 
devils in other days. 

Our attention has been called to this subject of 
late by a communication which we do not publish, 
but the leading feature of which we will state. 
The writer refers to the case of a brother who 
was subjected to discipline for not paying what 
the committee said was his proportion by taxa- 
tion, though he did pay something, declaring it to 
be as much as he was able to pay; and the said 
writer complains of this, very candidly, as an op- 
pressive proceeding, and maintains that every 
member of a church should be allowed to de- 
cide for himself what he ought to pay for the sup- 
port of the gospel. 

Perhaps it ought not to be said that this prin- 
ciple is unsound, but we are certain that the 
churches are not sound enough to admit of its 


universal adoption. Plainly, men and women 
who have come under bonds to live wholly to 
Christ, ought to be honest with him in the matter 
of dollars and cents, in which case tare would be 
no need of constraint. But all are not honest, 
and hence a rule which ought to be admissible, 
cannot be adopted. One member, through cov- 
etousnes, pays a dollar, and feels that as he would 
the drawing of a tooth, while all his neighbors 
know that ten times that sum would not be his 
proportion, Another is offended with his minister 
and pays but a fraction of what he did when he 
was good natured. A third withholds because he 
has not gathered so good crops or made so good 
bargains as he wishe d to, and he determines that 
not himself, but the Lord’s treasury or the minis- 
ter’s pocket shall suffer for it. Such cases are 
common, and when such members pretend that 
their stinted payments are full up to their abilny 
and obligation, they Anow that they are lying to 
God to keep back part of the price, and others 
know it too. Such people cannot be trusted with 
the principle that each is to pay what he pleases, 
answerable to none. It is a weapon which cov- 
etousness or ill temper would wield to the de- 
struction of the church.

Rev. Mr. Riptey of Bentonsport, Iowa, grate- 
fully acknowledges a refreshing from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, dimimshing prejudices against 
the truth, destroying the skepticism of some, in- 
creasing the number of hearers of the word, and 
hopefully renewing the hearts of some fifteen or 
sixteen individuals, 

The Rev. Mr. Horsroox, Dubuque, beside 
ministering to his own people, has labored with 
his brethren in other places, and witnessed at 
Cascade the establishment of an efficient church, 
the erection of a convenient meeting-house, the 
suppression of vice and immorality, and the con- 
version of sinners; at New Diggings, Wiscon- 
sin, @ tnost Notoriously immoral place, he has seen 
a meeting-house built, a church organized, large 
and attentive audiences, and a number of con- 
versions; at Mineral Point, a powerful work of 
grace has been enjoyed—forty of the people hope- 
fully born again, and a marvellous change in the 
aspects of society.

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REVIEW OF BUSH ON THE RESURRECTION 
Continued. 

Meesnrs. Enitrors:—Having examined very 
briefly the principal objections which Mr. B. 
urges against the common doctrine of 1! 
rection, we now proceed to exhibit some of the 
evidence that there will be a literal resurrection 
of the dead. 

First. The Ancient Jews believed in the literal 
resurrection of the body. Martha said to Christ, “ 1 
know that he (Lazarus) shall rise again in the res- 
urrection at the last day.” Her language seems 
to indicate that this was a commonly received 
as Mr. B. admits that 


such was their belief, other evidence on this point 


opinion of the Jew ®, and 
is unnecessary. 

It may be true, as Mr. B. affirms, that the Jews 
generally believed that this resurrection would be 
limited to the righteous, while the souls of the 
wicked were to be eternally punished without en- 
joying a resurrection of the body. Regarding 
themselves as the only true people of God, and 
the special favorites of heaven, it was nateral that 
they should attempt to monopolize the benefits of 
a resurrection, just as they expected to be the 
sole depositaries of the invaluable blessings that 
were to be bestowed by the coming Messiah. All 
that is now asserted is, that they believed in the lil- 
eral resurrection of at least a portion of the human 
race—and if so, here is a fact that demands expla- 
nation, and it is a fair inquiry, whence did they ob- 
tain this article of their creed ? This doctrine is one 
which reason alone nevercould have discovered.and 
which the most superstitions credulity among oth- 
Whence 
then came the Jews by this article of faith? Did 


they invent, and then receive as inspirstion, « 


er nations had never ventured to affirm. 


theological figment, so astoundingly absurd as to 
shock the credultiy of all other nations, or was 
this one of those revealed truths, which God at 
sundry times, and in divers manners, communicat- 
ed by his prophets to the Jews ? 

Secondly. Dead bodies actually had been re- 
stored to life when the New Testament was written. 
Witness the persons raised by Elijah, Elisha and 
our Savior. There is confessedly a wide differ 
ence between the resurrection of these bodies 
which had not probably begun to putrefy, and 
the resurrection of bodies that have been decom- 
posed and scattered to the four winds of heaven. 
I now only assert that these dead bodies were |it- 
erally restored to life. 

A case still more in point we find in Matt. 27: 
51—33. “The earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were opened, and many 
bodies of saints which slept arose, and came out 
of their graves after his resurrection, and went in 
to the holy city and appeared [unto many.” The 
account of this wonderful transaction is very brief, 
but clear. The persons raised were saints, and 
since many saints are spoken of, the language 
almost compels us to think that some of them 
must have been dead a considerable time, and 
that decomposition had either wholly or in part 
resolved their coporeal fabric into dust. Their 


| existence. 
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seinblance to that of those who at the last day 
will hear the voice of the Son of God, summon- 
ing them from the dreamless slumbers of death. 
It is worthy of remark, that though the graves 
were opened by the earthquake which occurred at 
Christ’s death, yet the bodies were not raised till 
after his resurrection, so that he was in fact the 
first fruits of them that slept. And how fitting it 
was, that he who came to conquer death in his 
own dominion, should thus return from the con- 
flict with the trophies of victory, as a pledge to 
all his followers of a similar deliverance from the 
power of the grave. 

Thirdly. The same language which is used to 
describe these literal resurrections, is employed to de- 
scribe the resurrection of all mankind. The origi- 
nal words usually employed to denote the rising 
from the dead, are Eyrgiog and dydoracic, with 
the cognate verbs, ¢ysigw and dyformu. The 
word tyegors is used (I believe) but once in the 
New Testament. Many bodies of the saints came 
out of their graves after Christ’s resurrection. 
(éyF oer). Mr. B. says with truth that the word 
advéoraors, is often translated resurrection, when 
the meaning evidently is, immortality, or future 
That such is in some cases its signifi- 
cation, no critical reader of the Bible will deny, 
but from such an occasional use of the term we 
certainly cannot infer that it has no other mean- 
ing when applied to the future existence of man. 
The words é&rdoracts, dvlormus and éyeigu, are 
all used to signify the reviviscence of the dead 
body, 98 a few scripture passages will show. 

Luke 9: 7,8. Herod hearing of the miracles 
of Christ, was perplexed, for some said that John 
éyyegrac; but others, that one of the old proph- 
ets Here the words evidently signify 
not merely continued existence, but the restor- 
ation of the dead body to life. 

Matt. 10: 8 Christ's charge to his disciples 
was, “heal the sick, cast out devils, raise the dead,

vexgod: éye/gete)”—not merely make men im- 
mortal, but restore dead bodies to life. 

The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
says, (11:35) “Women received their dead 
§ éraordéorm;’’—literally, from the resurrection. 
Here he doubtless alludes to those women whose 
sons had been recovered to life by Elijah and 


Elisha—not merely immortalized, but raised from 
the dead. 


Other passages might be adduced, but these 


suffice to show that the words A> tora tvia- 
. 7 - 


Tmt and tyriga were used in the time of our 
Savior to express the fact of a literal revivifica- 
tion of the dead body; and these are the words 
which our Savior and his disciples employ to ex 


press that great fact, the resurrection of the dead.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

Canaan, N. Y., July 21, 1845. 
Dear Breranes:—I wrote you from Spring- 
field last, and from thence 1 came to Pittsfield. 
This town was first settled in 1752. The Indian 
name was Poontoonick. It was incorporated and 
received its present name in 1761. The proprie 
tors were driven off twice by the Indians in the 
second French war. Rev. Thomas Allen, father 
of Rev. W. Allen, D. D., now of Northampton, was 
the first minister, and his ministry continued forty 
six years. Pittsfield has been blessed with fre- 
quent revivals, and the church now numbers five 
hundred members. Rev. John Todd, well known 
to the christian community, is the present minister. 


ANECDOTE OF THE REVOLUTION. 


This town took a decided part in the revolutionary 
war. In March 1778, the following vote was pass- 
ed, viz., “that money sufficient to purchase 32 
shirts, 32 pairs of stockings, and 32 pairs of shoes, 
for the use of the soldiers now in the continental 
army from this town, be made into a town tax.” 
Rev. Thomas Allen, the first minister, partook 
largely of the spirit of these times. When a de- 
tachment of Burgoyne’s troops had penetrated as far 
as the vicinity of Bennington, he marched with the 
volunteer militia of this state to meet and repel 
the invasion. Before the attack was commenced, 

being posted opposite to that wing of the enemy 

which was principally composed of refugees who 
had joined the invaders, he advanced in front of 
the militia, and ina voice distinctly heard by those 
tories in their breastwork, he exhorted them to lay 
down their arms, assuring them of good treatment, 
and warning them of the consequences of their 

refusal. Having performed what he considered a 

religious duty, and being fired upon, he resumed 

hie place in the ranks, and when the signal was 
given, was among the foremost in attacking the 
enemy's works. 

PITTSFIELD.

In many of our public 
houses there is not a room where a gentleman 
or lady must not, if they breathe at all, inhale the 
norious poison. To many it is most oppressive, 
as well as hurtful. And as your city is becoming 
a place of great resort of gentlemen and ladies, 
who, in that “ cradle of liberty ” would like to en- 
joy their “inalienable right” to breathe air that is 
not poisoned with the fumes of rum and tobacco, 
will you, Messrs. Editors, inform them whether 
you have any public houses where travellers will 
not be deprived of their “inalienable” Rients.

In the 
southern part it will answer to sow as late 
as the 25th or last of the month, though a 
crop will be obtained by sowing earlier. 

With turnips cattle may be kept in good 
‘condition on straw, and various coarse fod- 
j der that is often used for bedding or ma- 
nure. Brakes, other weeds, and fine bush- 
es, cut in good season and well cured, with 
a few quarts of salt toa load, will make 
good fodder, and with turnips keep cattle 
in good condition. 

The produce of only one acre of turnips, 
if the crop be good, will save several tons 
of hay. By sowing turnip seed among 
‘corn, and cutting up and stooking the corn 

as soon as it is glazed, fifty to eighty bush- 
els of turnips to the acre have sometimes 
been raised with very litle labor, and no 
injury to the corn. Horses will eat this- 
tles when well cured. Potato tops con- 
tain a large portion of lime, and will be 
good for cows that are diseased for want 
of phosphate and cabonate of lime, which 
enter largely into the composition of their 
bones and milk, which disease often exhib- 
\its itself by their chewing upon bones when 
they can obtain them.—Cultivator. 


TIME FOR CUTTING GRAIN. 


Numerous experiments have been made 
by cutting grain at different periods, and it 
is found that the best time is when it is 
completely full inthe milk, as when cutin 
that state it makes the finest flour, and gives 
a larger quantity than when cut at any 
other time. 

Besides the advantage on account of the 
produce and the good quality of grain, 
there is some gain by cutting the straw so 
early, as it will make better fodder. Anoth- 
er important advantage is securing the 
grain against storms. Sometimes by cut- 
ting early it can be secured before a long 
and severe storm, and thus escape destruc- 
which would have been the conse- 
quence of delay. And if the farmer in- 
tends to harvest early, and he is hindered 
by a storm, it will be far less injurious to 
the grain than weuld be a storm at a later 
period, which would occasionally take 
place. By early cutting less grain will 
scatter out, and will be 
fowls, birds and varmiuts, and by the heads

A correspondent of the National Intelligencer 
gives an abstract of a paper on some ancient re- 
mains in Tennessee, by Dr. Troost, as recently read 
before a society in New York. Dr. Troost en- 
deavors to show that the bodies which have been 
found in the caves of Tennessee, are not probably 
mummies, but inerely dried cadavers—exhibiting no 
marks of embalming, or artificial preparation, He 
doubts whether one of these, which he examined, 
was even of remote antiquity.

Another class of persons, in shunning this 
evil, go to the other extreme, and are very 
strict and pertinacious, in regard to every 
requisition With them, fault-finding and 
abound, the cluldren are 
either hardened into indifference of feeling, 
and « of conscience,

It demands great wisdom, patience, and 
self-control, to eseape these two extremes. 
In aining at this, there are parents, who 
have found the following maxims of very 
great value. First, Avoid, as much as 
possible, the multiplication of rules and 
absolute commands. Instead of this, take 
the attitude of advisers. “ My child, this 
is improper, TE wish you would remember 
not to do it. This mode of address 
answers for all the little acts of heedless- 
ness, awkwardness, or ill-manners, so fre- 
quently occurring, with cluldren. There 
ure cases, when direct and distinct com- 
mands unre needful; and, in such cases, a 
penalty for disobedieuce should be as steady 
and sure as the of nature. Where 
such steadiness, und certainty of penalty, 
attend disobedience, children no more think 
of disobeying, then they do of putting their 
fingers in a burning candle. 

The next maxim, is, Govern by rewards, 
more than by penalties. Such faults as 
wilfal disobedience, lying, dishonesty, and 
indecent or profane language, should 
be punished with severe penalties, after a 
child has been fully instructed in the evil of 
such practices. But all the constantly re- 
curring faults of the nursery, such as ill- 
humor, quarrelling, carelessuess, and ill- 
manners, may, in a great many cases, be 
regulated by gentle and kind remonstran- 
ces, and by the offer of some reward for 
persevering efforts to form a good habit. It 
is very injurious and degrading to any mind, 
to be kept under the constant fear of pen- 
alties. Love and hope are the principles 
that should be mainly relied on, in forming 
the habits ofe hildhood. 

Another maxim, and perhaps the most 
difficult, is, Do not govern by the aid of 
severe and angry tones. A single example 
will be given to illustrate this maxim. A 
child is disposed to talk and amuse itself, at 
table. The mother requests it to be silent, 
except when needing to ask for food, or 
when spoken to by its older friends. , It 
constantly forgets. The mother, instead of 
rebuking, in an impatient tone, says, * My 
child, you must remember not to talk. I 
will remind you of it four times more, and 
afier that, whenever you forget, you must 
leave the table, and wait till we are done.” 
If the mother is steady in her government, 
it is not probable that she will have to ap- 
ply this slight penalty more than once or 
twice. ‘This method is far more effectual, 
than the use of sharp and severe tones, to 
secure attention and recollection, and often 
answers the purpose, as well as offering 
some reward.

From what we have observed, heard, 
and read, we have no doubt that the crep 
of hay will be rather light, generally 
throughout the greater part of the country, 
where this crop is considered very impor- 
tant.
